BOARD OF TRADE’S HOME GONE. 


Montreal, Que., Jan. 24,2 a. m.—[Special.]— 
Property valued at more than $3,000,000 was 
destroyed by a fire in the business section of 
this city tonight and which for a time threat- 
ened to raze the entire wholesale district. 
The fire at this hour is burning fiercely, but 
it is believed under control. 

The Board of Trade Building, which cost 
$000,000, was among those destroyed, and its 
100 tenants lost all their office fixtures and 
papers. Over a dozen buildings were burned, 
the block bounded by St. Peter street, St. 
Gacrament street, St. Nicholas street, and 
St. Paul street being swept clear, while build- 
ings in adjoining blocks.were damaged se- 


riously. 
Long Battle with the Flames. 


For hours the flames were beyond the con- 
trol of the fire department and the severe 
cold weather hampered the men in their bat- 
tle with the fire. From 8 o’clock last even- 
ing, when the fire started, until 1 o’clock the 
department struggled apparently without 
making any progress, but at this hour the 
firemen have the flames checked. 
The narrow streets, antiquated buildings, 
and the inflammable nature of the stocks they 
‘contained made a combination which the de- 
partment was powerless to overcome. 

The fire practically burned until it came to 
open space, which gave the firemen an oppor- 
tunity for ‘effective work. For a time it 
looked as if the flames would spread along 
Commissioners street to the Grand office 
building in the course of erection there. 


_ Many in Street Crowds Injured. 


Crowds jammed the narrow streets and the 
polite could not control them. Women faint- 
ed and their clothes were torn, and a few 
were slightly injured in rushes for safety. 

Outside of the Board of Trade Building 
there was not a modern structure among 
those burned. | 

It was a few minutes after 8 o'clock last 
evening when the firemen were called out 
for a fire that had started in M. Saxe & Son's 
wholesale clothing establishment at the 
corner of Lemoine and St. Peter streets. 


Flames Leap Across Street. 

The fire had a good start and soon after 
the firemen had reached the scene the flames 
jumped across St. Peter street to the large 
fancy goods establishment of H. & A. Nel- 
don, on St. Peter street, below the Board of 
Trade Building. From here the fire spread 
to the Board of Trade Building, which was 
S00n enveloped in flames. 

From the Board of Trade Building the 
flames swept along St. Peter, St. Paul, and St. 
Nicholas streets, destroying many big whole-

_ The firemen on arriving found the Saxe 
Building, a three-story stone structure, 
mass of flames, the fire having ap- 
parently started in the basement and rushed

Entire Department Called Out. 
Second and third alarms were sent in im- 
Mediately on the arrival of the Division Chief,

JONES ASKS AN INQUIRY. 


Irregularities in Police Exami- 
nations and Employment of 

| Incompetent Persons Are 

Alleged. 


| REVIEWS THE OLD SCANDALS 


An inquiry into the practices of.the Chi- 
cago Civil Service commission was asked 
of the General Assembly yesterday by Rep- 
resentative Jones. Charges that the com- 
mission has violated the law in recent ex- 
aminations for police positions and that fa- 
vored employés were supplied with lists of 
questions in advance of the tests were used 
as a basis for the request. 

The appointment of a special committee 
of three members of the House by the 
Speaker was asked, the commission to be 
vested with power to inquire into the hold- 
ing of competitive examinations and to be 
clothed with authority to demand the pro- 
duction of books and to subpcena witnesses 
for hearing. The resolutions were sent to 
the Committee on State and Municipal Civil 
Service Reform. 


Examinations in Question. 

Examinations which are called in question 
by the attack on the commission are espe- 
clally the tests for Police Lieutenants and 
detective sergeants. Two attempts have 
been made to hold an examination to fill 
Police Lieutenancies and both have failed, 
with charges of corruption on the part of the 
police and the employés of the Civil Serv- 
ice commission as their only result. An eligi- 
ble list was secured from the examination 
for detective sergeants, and certification of 
men from the eligibles has begun, but a 
petition has been filed to restrain further 
action on the list. These are the two recent 
examinations of the commission, which offer 
a basis for the resolutions offered in the 
House yesterday. In addition to these there 
have been charges in regard to other tests, 
but they never were carried into court. 


Text of the Resolutions. 
The resolutions asking for the investiga- 


tions were as follows: 

Whereas, It has been reported from time to 
time through the public press that the Civil Serv- 
ice commission of the City of Chicago has recently 
‘held several competitive examinations for the pro- 
motion of police officars of the Police department 
of Chicago and other employés of the City of Chi- 
cago, and that the Civil Service Commissioners 
of the City of Chicago did give out secretly in ad- 
vance of the examinations the questions and an- 
swers to a number of applicants for competitive 


examination, and, 

Whereas, Numerous charges and various scan- 
dals have heretofore arisen in regard to the man- 
agement and methods adopted by the Civil Serv- 
ice commission of the City of Chicago; and, 

Whereas, It has been charged that the civil 
service law is openly violated by the Civil Serv- 
ice Commissioners of Chicago, and that incompe- 
tent and inefficient persons have been placed 
in positions of honor and trust by and through 
the favoritism of the Civil Service commission 
and others, therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Speaker appoint a commit- 
tee of three to investigate the several recent com- 
petitive examinations of police officers and the 
Police department of Chicago and other employés 
of Chicago that have been reported to have passed 
the competitive examinations by Civil Service 
Commissioners of Chicago, and that said commit- 
tee be clothed with full power to act; to send 
for books and papers, to summon and subpena 
witnesses, to administer oaths, and to thoroughly 
and fully investigate the subject and to report 
their conclusions and findings as early as possi- 
ble to the General Assembly on or before April 10. 


Members of the Board. 
The members of the commission, the acts 
of which are called in question, are: 
Robert Lindblom, Presi- Joseph Powell, 
dent; John W. Ela. 
President Lindblom is the only member of 
the commission who has served a full term. 
Commissioner Ela was appointed last sum- 
mer, when the Mayor began the reorganiza- 
tion of the department by removing Edward 
Carroll. Commissioner Powell was appoint- 


whose connection with the Chicago Pro- 
tective association in the investigation of 
money lenders and their relations to the ex- 
aminations made him an undesirable mem- 
ber of the commission. 

Commissioner Powell has been connected 
with none of the examinations which are 
attacked and Commissioner Ela has had to 
do only with the recent policy of the depart- 
ment. 

In the charges against the commission at 
the time the police Lieutenants’ examination 
was attacked there was no allegation that 
the commissioners themselves had been kullty 
of misconduct, it being affirmed that Weber 
& Kanter, a money loaning firm, had se- 
cured questions to be used in the test through 
some channel in the office of the commission. 
After an investigation of a number of weeks 
the commissioners decided to cancel the test 
and to hold another examination. Braman 
H. Loveless, an Attorney, connected with 
Commissioner Ludwig in the Chicago Pro- 
tective association, was indicted by the grand 
jury with the money lenders. A second ex- 
amination was held, but this was stopped 
while in progress, but a temporary injunc- 
tion granted by Judge Tuthill. 


Ask Mandamus Writ. 

The men on the eligible list in the first 
examination yesterday filed in court a peti- 
tion for a mandamus to compel the Civil 
Service commission to revive this list and to 
‘ certify their names to Chief of Police Kipley 
for employment. 

This examination was the cause of the 
most numerous charges against the honesty 
of civil service examinations during the year. 
As the commissioners recognized the strength 
of the allegations by declaring the exam- 
ination invalid it is held that there is justifl- 
cation for an investigation into the general 
practices of the commission. : 

The other charge upon which the request 
for an inquisitorial body is based recites 
that the commission has placed incompetent 
and inefficient persons in positions of trust 
in the city government. 

City officials and Aldermen affirmed that 
the Civil Service commission had nothing 
to fear from an investigation such as was 
proposed.

WORKS SHELLS ON JUSTICE 


“ EDDIE” HALL, CONFIDENCE MAN, 
AGAIN BAMBOOZLES THE LAW. 


Complaining Witness Says Threats, Ca- 
jolery, and $90 Cash Induced Him 
Not to Appear Against the Men Who | 
Took Him to See the “ Explosion on 
the Lake Front” — Why Frank H. 
Otto of Kenosha Fails to Prosecute— 
Contable Dean Denies Charges. 


Information as to how Eddie Hall, the 
notorious shell worker and confidence 
man, again has escaped conviction in Chi- 
cago after a series of arrests and farcical 
hearings in justice courts, has reached THE 
TRIBUNE from Kenosha, where Frank H. 
Otto, the latest victim of Hall and his con- 
federates, resides. 

Hall, who, with Martin Reily and others, 
has been swindling rural visitors to Chicago 
for over ten years, was arrested three weeks 
ago on complaint of Otto, who alleged Hall 
had met him at the Wells street station and 
had robbed him of $45, after taking him 
where a “torpedo boat had blown up.“ 

Hall's and Reily’s hearing was set for Jan. 
12 in Justice. Hamburger’s court. In the 
meantime Hall was released on a $1,000 bond 
signed by City Sealer Quinn. Halland Quinn 
are both Democrats, and Hall has done val- 
uable work at the Twenty-fourth Ward pri- 
maries. 


Otto Comes to Prosecute. 

Otto is a tobacco salesman at Kenosha. 
He was present when the case was called. 
Hall failed to obtain a continuance, and 89 
took a change of venue to Justice Hoglund’s 
court, where the case was set for hearing on 
Jan. 18. William Donaghue, a friend of Hall, 
furnished the new bond. 

Otto was determined to prosecute and came 
down to the city on Jan. 18. As he left the 
train he found Hall and Reilly waiting for 
him. They shook his hands like old friends. 
According to Otto, the two confidence men 
started first to beg off, and then threatened 
that if he persisted in appearing against them 
a gang would follow him and “ do him 
up.“ This had some effect, but Otto remind- 
ed Hall of the $45 which, he alleges, had been 
taken away from him. 

Then the two con men came out openly 
and threatened that unless Otto dropped the 
prosecution at once they would have him 
„settled.“ They told Otto he could have 
until 12:30 to think the matter over, and that 
they would give him $60 to settle. They 
agreed to meet at 12:30 at the Sherman 
liouse. 


Introduce a Constable.“ 

An hour later Otto, thoroughly scared, 
went to the Sherman House and found Hall 
and Reilly waiting for him. There was a third 
man with them who was introduced to him as 
Constable Frank Dean of Justice Gibbons’ 
court. The last named displayed one of the 
constable’s business cards to confirm his in- 
troduction. 

Constable Dean and Hall have known each 
other for years, but the real Constable Dean, 
though acknowledging his acquaintance 
last night, declared that he was not at the 
Sherman House meeting. The man who 
pretended he wag “rustable Dean advised 
Otto that he was fh Lad business in prosecut- 
ing Hall. He said it would be better to ac- 
cept Hall’s cash offer and let the matter 
drop. 

Otto began to be frightened again, and 
thought what a fearful thing it would be to 
have two such fellows as Hall and Reily on 
his trail, hunting for revenge. However, he 
held out for a better bargain. 


Otto Takes $90 in Settlement. 
Finally Hall offered $90. Half of this 


for what had been stolen from him, and the 
other half was for expenses and wounded 
feelings. Otto accepted this offer, the money 
was paid, be says, and he took the next 
train for Kenosha. When the case was 
called Otto failed to appear, and Justice 
Hoglund dismissed the defendant.

NEW REMEDY FOR 
SMOKE NUISANCE. 


Ordinance to Be Introduced 
That Provides for the 
Abolition of the In- 
spector’s Office. 


TO REVIVE OLD BOARD. 


Examining, Engineers Would 
Pass on Building Plans Be- 
fore Permits Are Is- 
sued to Owners. 


VIOLATORS RECEIVE FINES. 


A comprehensive scheme for smoke pre- 
vention, carrying with it the abolition of the 
Smoke Inspector’s and the Boiler Inspector's 
office and the reorganization of the Board of 
Examining Engineers, is under consideration 
by a self-constituted committee on the abate- 
ment of smoke nuisances. The self-delegat- 
ed convention, which held its first session 
yesterday, consists of Alderman Walter 
Nelson, Peter B. Wight of the Municipal Art 
league, Engineer Charles Naylor of Marshall 
Field & Co., Professor Carr of the Armour 
Institute, and Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Arthur. 

Whatever results the committee reaches 
in its consideration will be incorporated by 
Alderman Nelson in an ordinance to be in- 
troduced in the Council as a new method for 
abatement of the smoke nuisance. The plans 
proposed call for the reorganization. of the 
Board of Examining Engineers, which will 
be given jurisdiction over the duties now 
performed by the Smoke Inspector and the 
Boller Inspector. 


Would Examine Plans. 


It is proposed that the heating plant of a 
building shall be examined as well as its 
building plans when a permit is sought by the 
builder. If it be apparent that the proposed 
plant is one which could not prevent smoke 
on account of its faulty construction the 
permit will be refused. For buildings now up 
authority will be granted to condemn plants 
which produce smoke and to demand the 
substitution of proper equipment.

BIPOSES PLAGUE 


APPLETON, WIS, MAN RUBS 
SMALLPOX VIRUS ON HIS FACE. 


Then He Goes Home to His Family and 
Later Mingles with Residents Free- 
ly—Visits a Club and Plays with 
Members—Claims the Disease Is Not 
Contagious and That There Is No 
Danger—Citizens Indignant at His 
Conduct. 


Appleton, Wis., Jan. 23.—[Special.]—Dr. M. 
J. Rodermund, an eye and ear specialist 
who has long enjoyed local notoriety through 
his denial of the germ theory of disease and 
the contagiousness of any disease, has with 
deliberate intention directly exposed to 
smallpox contagion scores of people in this 
city and indirectly exposed hundreds in 
Green Bay. 

A Miss Stark, whose home is in Five Cor- 
ners, Wis., last Friday came to Appleton to 
visit the family of F. C. Wilt. On Sunday 
Miss Stark was taken ill of smallpox. The 
Wilt household was at once quarantined. 

On Monday Dr. Rodermund called at Mr. 
Wilt's house and was permitted to see the 
patient. According to the doctor’s own story 
he rubbed the postules on Miss Stark’s face 
till they broke and the virus was communi- 
cated to his hands. 


To Test Contagion Theory. 

To test thoroughly the contagion theory 
Dr. Rodermund then rubbed his face with 
the smallpox virus and also smeared his 
clothing with it. He then took his depar- 
ture, going to his residence and exposing 
his family to the disease. He also moved 
freely about town and in the evening visited 
the Business-Men’s club, where he staid 
several hours and exposed many of the 
members. 

Nothing was known of the doctor’s action 
until today, and when the truth became 
known great indignation was expressed. 
The Health committee met tonight and de- 
cided to quarantine him. His two younger 
children were excluded from school today 
and the same action was taken in regard 
to his older son, who is a student at Law- 
rence University. 


Mayor Promises a Quarantine. 
Mayor David Hammel of Appleton said 
tonight that Dr. Rodermund had undoubted- 
ly exposed many people. The Mayor said 
Dr. Rodermund would be quarantined and 
be given no further opportunity of leaving 
his house. 

We have been looking up the law in re- 
gard to such cases,“ said the Mayor, but 
it is not plain, and Dr. J. B. Beveridge, our 
town physician, has decided to await the 
arrival of Dr. U. O. B. Wingate, the Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, with whom we 
have communicated and who is expected to- 
morrow.” 

Dr. Rodermund has just published a book 
in support of his theories, the title of which 
is The Murderous Fads of Physicians.” 


Doctor Explains His Action. 

Dr. Rodermund tonight made the following 
statement in regard to his action in the 
case: 

On Monday noon I called on Miss Stark, 
who, I knew, had smallpox. I went to her 
side and uncovered her arms and neck. I 
rubbed my hands over the postules, break- 
ing some of them, and then I rubbed my face 
-and clothes with my hands, telling the 
patient I was going home to get dinner and 
to give the smallpox to my family." I also 
told the family that if smallpox were con- 
tagious the health officer was the most reck- 
less person I ever saw for not keping this 
child and its mother away from the patient. 

„1 told them I could prove that no dis- 
ease is contagious, and when I went away 
I instructed them not to tell any one that 
I had been there. I wished for an oppor- 
tunity to prove my assertions, and if the 
matter became public I feared I would not 
have it. I have been to the Business-Men’s 
club twice since Monday and have been 
about town in the same way as usual. I 
have made no special effort to communicate 
the disease, nor have I tried to keep away 
from people. The club has taken no ac- 
tion in the matter and I have not been quar- 
antined.“

BRITISH EMPIRE IN MOURNING. 


LONDON, Jan. 24, 9:15 a. m.—Edward VII. 
was proclaimed King of Great Britain and 
Emperor of India im St. James Palace at 
9 o’clock this morning. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 23.—Empires take no cog- 
nizance of grief or of monarchs that aré gone. 
The whole machinery of the state has been 
employed today in installing the new sover- 
eign and acclaiming him as King. No one 
now lives who took part or was present at 
these functions when they were last per- 
formed sixty-three yearsago. Therefore the 
actors-today were guided only by tradition. 
This in itself was inddequate for the prog- 
ress of human knowledge and the growth of 
the empire have compelled certain modifica- 
tions of the ancient ceremonies, 

It was appropriate enough before the days 
of telegraphs» and railroads that mounted 
couriers should ride from town to town and 
heralds with trumpets should announce the 
accession of Queen Victoria. A portion of 
the quaint ceremony will be preserved. 

It was clad in the uniform of a Field Mar- 
shal that the King appeared for the first time 
before his council to take the constitutional 
oath and then to receive their allegiance. , 
It would be wrong. perhaps, to say that his 
stalwart figure tuus appareled seemed to 
some of the numerous company to present 
the incarnation of the military spirit, but 
there was only gentleness, humility, and dis- 
nity in his words and | 

Earnest Words of Edward. 
The scene was solemnly impressive. It 
was impossible to banish the grief caused 
by the loss of the well beloved Queen, still 
unburied, and the melancholy thought ob- 
truded itself on many minds that it was 
unreasonable to believe that the gray- 
haired man before them would preside for 
many years over the destinies of the vast 
empire. 

There is no mistaking the whole-hearted 
personal as well as patriotic loyalty of the 
British people to Edward VII. and Queen 
Alexandra. There has been no opportunity 
for any public testimony of the popular af- 
fection borne for the gentle woman who 
now attains the highest position of womanly 
dignity in Great Britain. The fleeting pub- 
lic glimpses of the King in the streets of 
London, however, were not permitted to 
pass without some expression of the public 
feeling. 

Cry “ Long Live the King.” 

Long live the King!“ was cried several 
times, and cheers were hearty, but the heart 
of England is still at Osborne, and there it 
will remain until it follows the silent bier to. 
the last resting place of the best loved sov~- 
ereign who ever reigned in these islands, 


Kaiser May Be Called Away. 

There is added tonight sincere sympathy 
for the imperial mourner there, who, it is 
feared, must hasten away to perform fal 
duty at another death bed in his own land. 
The German Emperor at the present mo- 
ment holds a warm place in the affections 
of the English people. 
It is understood that the Duke of Con- 
naught will absent himself long enough for 
a last visit to his sister, Empress Frederick, 
if her death becomes imminent. 


All England in Mourning. 
Beyond the half-masted flags, the outward 
and visible sign of mourning in London, as 
throughout the kingdom, is confined to the 
shuttered shop windows. In London shops 
a black plank eight inches wide is fixed in 
the center of every window. In the country, 
where whole-plece rolling or iron shutters 
are uncommon, one of the ordinary narrow 
wooden shutters is placed down the middle 
of the window. Private houses, unless they 
have flagstaffs, do not display any sign. On 
the day of the funeral, doubtless, the blinds 
will be lowered, in acordance with the uni- 
versal custom in England, where lowering 
the blinds on the day of a funeral is the only 
way in which the fashionable residents of 
private houses make a demonstration of sym- 


pathy.

Journey from Cowes. 

The King began the eventful day in his 
career beside the body of his beloved mother 
in Osborne house. Then the duties of state 
called him away and he began his journey to 
London. 
The route from Osborne House to Trinity 
Pier was deserted except for a few groups 
of bareheaded persons when, at 9:40 o’cicok 
three open carriages drawn by white horses 
galloped down the hill. In the first carriage 
were the King, the Duke of Connaught, the 
Duke of York, and Prince Christian. The 
King looked well and bowed repeatedly in 
acknowledgment of the greeting of his sub- 
jects. The royal personages immediately 
embarked on the Alberta. | 

The royal standard was hoisted as the King 
touched the deck. As the Alberta started 
off signals were shown ordering that no sa- 
lutes should be fired. The crews of the 
cruiser Australia and the other royal yachts 
were mustered as the Alberta steamed by. 
The commencement of his first voyage as 
King was a memorable and impressive event. 


Cross to the Mainland. 
Across the narrow channel from the Isle 
of Wight to the mainland the royal party on 
board the Alberta proceeded without marked 
incident. An escort of warships was constant- 
ly in communication with the yacht. 

The King and bis suit entered the capital 
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at 12:55 p. m., and proceeded directly to 
Marlborough House. | 


Vast Crowd Greets King. 


Dense crowds, beginning at St. James 
Street, lined the entire route to Victoria Sta- 
tion from an early hour. The Mall and the 
front of Buckingham Palace were especially 
thronged. All along the former, from the 
palace to Marlborough House, carriages 
filled with women stood as if for a drawing- 
room, except that the coachmen, footmen. 
and occupants were all dressed in mourn- 
ing. The police precautions were unusual. 
Men on foot and mounted guarded almost 
every yard of the way. 

The crowds waited patiently for hours to 
greet their King. Finally, preceded by half 
a dozen mounted policemen, the new sov- 
ereign arrived in a plain brougham, which 

driven rapidly, with the coachman and 
2 in their usual gray liveries, with 
ourning bands on their arms.

King in Simple Dress. 


The King was, of course, dressed in the 
deépest and most simple mourning, and care- 
fully raised his hat in acknowledgment of the 
silent uncovering of heads, which was more 
impressive than the most enthusiastic cheers, 
The King looked tired and sad, but well. 

Following him came the Duke of York, the 
Duke of Connaught, and others. Both the 
King and the Duke of York looked pathetical- 
ly up at Buckingham Palace as they passed, 
and acknowledged the salute of the guard 
of honor drawn up inside the palace grounds. 

The troops there and elsewhere showed no 
signs of mourning, except that the bands 
were not present, but all the officers had 
crépe on their left sleeve.

King’s Declaration of Intent.

I need hardly say that my constant en- 
deavor will be to always walk in her foot- 
steps in undertaking the heavy load which 
now devolves upon me. I am fully deter- 
mined to be a constitutional sovereign in 
the strictest sense of the world, and so long 
as there is breath in my body to work for the 
good and amelioration of my people. 

I have resolved to be Known by the name 
of Edward, which has been borne by six of 


my ancestors. In doing so I do not under- 


value the name of Albert, which I inherit 
from my ever-to-be-lamente@great and wise 
father, who, by universal consent, is, I think, 


deservedly known by the name of Albert the 


Good, and I desire that his name should 
stand alone. 

In conclusion, I trust to Parliament and 
the nation to support me in the arduous 
duties which now devolve upon me by in- 
heritance, and to which I am determined to 
devote my whole strength during the re- 
mander of my life.”’ 

Changes Which Will Follow. 


The Gazette also contains a proclamation 
by the King citing the acts of Queen Anne 


and King William IV. regarding the reten- 
‘tion of office by persons in the employment 


of the erown, and in accordance therewith 
decreeing that all officeholders in the United 
Kingdom, colonies, foreign possessions, and 
India shall continue to hold office during his 
Magesty’s pleasure. 

It is noteworthy that in this document the 
King is styled Edward, R., not Ed- 
ward, R. I.“ 


Presents Complicated Problem. 

It seems almost impossible to exhaust the 
Ust of persons and institutions not strictly 
official that are affected by the demise of 
the crown,” for such technically is the cor- 
rect expression in speaking of the death of a 
British sovereign, it being, as already ex- 
plained, under the theory of the English 


constitution a fiction that the King never 
dies. It will have a serious effect on the 


members of the Queen’s household, a major- 
ity of whom are personal officers, whose 
offices end with the death of the sovereign 
appointing them. King Edward will doubt- 
less retain some of those long attending him 
while he was the Prince of Wales, and will 
give them steps in ranks. | 


Revenues to Shift. 

A more important fact is that the death of 
the Queen opens the whole question of the 
royal revenues. For instance, In the time of 
George III. the crown lands were valued at 
489,000 annually. He surrendered these 
lands to the public, receiving in exchange an 
annuity of £800,000. When the Queen sur- 
rendered them similarly in 1837 they were 
worth £124,744, and she received in exchange 
an annuity of £385,000. The arrangement 
ends with her death. The lands are now 
worth £530,000 annually. Therefore, when 
Parliament attends to the matter of making 
provision for the King it is likely that he 
will receive far more than the Queen for 
the lands, or he may elect to retain them un- 
der his own management. 

But there are innumerable smaller changes 
affecting the phraseology of everything in 
conversation and in the aspects of objects 
meeting the eye at every turn. The word 
King comes strangely to lips so long accus- 
tomed to Queen. It will be some time before 
expressions used thousands of times daily 
throughout the realm will take readily to the 
new form, such as God Save the King.“ 
** Soldiers of the King.“ The King’s Eng- 
lish,” King's Bench,“ and King’s Coun- 


sel.“ 
Terminology All Changed. 

An interesting point in regard to the lat- 
ter expression at the present moment is 
that the Queen's counsel have returned to 
the ranks of ordinary barristers and will 
not be entitled to again wear silk and be 
called King’s counsel until they have re- 
newed their oath of allegiance. Many of 
this sort of changes involve not only a feel- 
ing of strangeness, but in the aggregate an 
immense outlay. The stamps at the mint 
must be new for the next year's coinage. 

So, too, with the postofiice and revenue 
stamps, mailcarts, mailbags, military but- 
tons, and the myriad of things stamped 
“Vv. R. 1.“ Henceforth E. R. I.” will 
be on all these things. The form of all legal 
procedure must be altered. The Queen's 
writ’ no longer runs, and a bailiff calynot 
summon to the Debtors’ Court with what is 
often horribly familiar and always avoided— 


a blue sheet headed Victoria, by the grace 
of God,” etc.—until fresh forms are author- 
ized and printed. 

The prayer book of the Established Church 
is obsolete in its forms of prayer for the 
royal family. 

Tradesmen: priding themselves on the war- 
rant “ by special appointment of her Maj- 
esty’’’ and mounting the royal arms over 
their doors must seek reappointment. Even 
such great ones as Ambassadors are on a 
level with them on this point. They repre- 
sented the Queen. They will not represent 
the King until they are reappointed. But 
it would be possible to prolong the list almost 
without limit. -Tradesmen and artificers 
will have a busy week to come on account 
of such alterations. 


Many Tradesmen Will Suffer. 

On the other hand, certain tradesmen will 
sustain heavy losses. Entertainments will 
be few and quiet. Paris has been flooded 
with telegrams countermanding orders for 
colored goods, There is a heavy demand for 


black goods, which to a certain extent will | 


recompense some firms, but the chief offset 
to many West End tradesmen affected in 
this way will be the heavy insurance many 
of the far-seeing ones long ago effected on 
the Queen's life. This insurance in the ag- 
gregate represents an enormous sum of 
money, the payment of which will have a 
noticeable effect in the city. > 


Changes in Royal Titles. 
Contrary to general opinion, the Duke of 
York does not at once become Prince of 
Wales through the accession of his father. 
The title of Prince of Wales becomes merged 
in the sovereignty, but the King will exer- 
cise his prerogative and confer the Princi- 
pality 6f Wales on the heir apparent. The 
new King was born on Nov. 9, 1841, but he 
was created Prince of Wales only on the 
following Dec. 4. There have been six royal 
Princes who have never been created Prince 
of Wales. However, the Duke of York be- 
comes at once Duke of Cornwall, and the 
Duchess of Fife (Princess Louise of Wales) 
becomes a Princess royal, as this capacity 
is treated by the law in much the same way 

as the mother of a Queen Consort. 


Goes Back to Osborne Today. 

The King will remain in London over 
night. He dined at Buckingham Palace 
with the Duchess of Albany. Subsequently 
he went to Marlborough House to sleep. It 
is understood that he will return to Osborne 
tomorrow morning to direct the funeral ar- 


.rangements. 


These were discussed at a meeting of 
the authorities of the royal household at 
Buckingham Palace. At the College of Arms 
it was said that the date of the funeral 
could not be settled until it was known 
when the European royalties or their rep- 
resentattves could arrive, but that the 
function would be held at the earliest possi- 
ble date for the convenience of Emperor 
William, whose stay in England might be 
unavoidably limited. 

Prepare for Coming Guests. 

Buckingham Palace is being made ready 
for the royal persons who are arriving in 
London. Representatives of all the royal 
families in Europe probably will be present 
at the funeral, including the Kings of Italy, 
Belgium, and Greece, the Crown Princes of 
Germany and Sweden, and Archduke Francis 
Ferdinand of Austria. All the European 
courts will go into mourning for various 
periods. 

There were exceptionally large congrega- 
tions in the churches in all parts of the coun- 
try. At St. Paul’s Cathedral the prayers for 
the royal family were altered to read: 

“For our sovereign Lord, the King and 
the Queen Consort.” 

All the services were ended by the playing 
of the dead march. 


Tributes to the Dead Queen. 

The various naval and military stations 

fired a salute of eighty-one guns at midday 
to signalize the death of the Queen, one 
gun for each completed year of the Queen’s 
age. 
Emperor William has ordered tn London 
two beautiful wreaths with broad ribbons 
bearing the initials of himself and the Em- 
press, which he personally will place on the 
Queen’s coffin at tomorrow’s service. 

By a special request of the family the au- 
thorities of St. Paul's Cathedral have sent 
to Osborne the six candelabra used at the 
funeral of the Duke of Wellington. 


CROWN COLONIES MOURNING. 


All Subjects of the British Government 
Unite in Testimonials of Sorrow 
3 and Esteem. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, Jan. 23.—The colonies under the 
dominion of Great Britain received the news 
of the Queen’s death with real sorrow, and 
have since then taken every means to make 
fitting expressions of it. 

From Cape Town to the most northern 
provinces of Canada word sof sympathy 
are being sent to London. At Ottawa the 
entire Dominion government was sworn in 
anew and declared allegiance to King Ed- 
ward. All business is suspended. 

The same applies to all the Dominion, 
where church services are being generally 
held and all festivites stopped. 

In Cape Colony and the African colonies 
business is suspended and every evidence 
of sorrow shown. 

From Bombay, Ceylon, the West Indies, 
and Australia come the same evidences of 
general mourning. 


WILLIAM DECREES MOURNING. 


Kaiser Sends Official Message to Berlin 
Ordering Army to Pay 
Tribute. 


BERLIN ,Jan. 23.—The Official Gazette 
cqntains the following imperial rescript: 

“ OSBORNE, Jan. 23.—The death of my be · 
loved, highly honored, and never-to-be-for- 
gotten grandmother, Victoria, has plunged 
me and my house into deepest mourning. I 
know my army sincerely shares in the 
grievous loss I have sustained; and I hereby 
decree that all officers of my army shall wear 
mourning for fourteen days. 

“The First Dragoon Guard Regiment of 
the Queen shall go into mourning for three 
weeks. ‘ 

Flags on all military and public build- 
ings shall be half-masted.

FAMILY IN RETIREMENT. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. — 

EAST COWBS, Jan. 23.—The Queen's fam- 
ily and her faithful personal servants still 
guard her lifeless body as their most precious 
earthly possession. No stranger has today 
gazed on the aged form from whuse face 
eternity has wiped the lines of time and 
care and sickness. Those outside her house- 
hold and employment have not yet been per- 
mitted to enter the chamber of death, but 
from an officer of the royal yacht Alberta 
was gathered something of the spectacle 
which has bound all who witnessed it in a 
mutual feeling of reverence. He says that 
the body lies in the same bed in which she 
died, her face turned slightly to the right, In 
the direction of the windows opening on the 
waves of the Solent. The face, under a thin 
veil, is unforgettably white and statue-like. 
It has become a face telling nothing of age or 
suffering. 


Face Wears Look of Peace. 

The weary, exhausted expression that 
marked her Majesty’s countenance when last 
she drove around this village has entirely 
disappeared. 

Outside two officers are on guard. Within 
two Indian attendants remain in company 
with the ladies in waiting, who are constant- 
ly present. 

The body is attired in black. The face is 
perfectful peaceful and the remains have 
been placed with the arms folded. On the 
breast rests a beautiful gold cross. All about 
repose quantities of beautiful flowers. 


‘Touching Scene of Sorrow. 

Such a simple, pathetic scene as marked 
this afternoon could hardly have occurred in 
any other monarchy. All the servants and 
tenants were admitted. The footmen, house- 
maids, coachmen, stable lads, and police- 


through the room for four hours, There 
were no formalities. It might have been the 
body of any any country woman of rank 
whose tenants were bidding her a last fare- 
well. Bent old men, children, and families 
who had grown up on the estate, who re- 
garded Queen Victoria as a friend and patron 
rather than as a sovereign, took their turn, 
and their grief was the sorrow of those who 
had lost a friend. 

In the meantime, many residents of Cowes 
and neighboring towns, and some prominent 
people applied at the porter’s lodge for ad- 


row. 

There is no mistaking the reality of the 
sorrow of Cowes. “‘ The Queen was always 
so good to us,” they say. She knew per- 
sonally many of the townspeople and took 
an interest in their families, their troubles, 
and their joys. She could call many of them 
by name and often stopped in her drives to 
talk to them.“ ' 


Fuueral Plans Undecided. 
Meanwhile the future rests with the King, 
‘who is sure to consider the wishes of his sis- 
ters and brothers, and, not the least, his 
nephew, Emperor William. It would be of 
no service to repeat all the rumors regarding 
events between now and the final placing 
of the remains beside the tomb of the Prince 
Consort at Windsor. 3 | 

Without bowing to the pride of heraldry 
and the pomp of power it may be said that 
the family hopes the funeral ceremonies wil] 
be in keeping with the majesty and dignity of 
the Queen’s reign. It probably will be found 
a memorable occasion. 

The fleet which the Queen reviewed from 
Osborne as it steamed past Spithead will be 
reassembled in two lines from here to Ports- 
mouth. Between these squadrons a warship 
will bear the coffin. It will take time to ar- 
range this as well as the other ceremonies. 
Meanwhile Osborne is more suitable as a 
temporary resting place than the nearer great 
world where the final scene will be enacted. 


Preparing Medical Report. 

A medical report by the Queen’s physicians 
on the course of her sickness will be a docu- 
ment of some length. Dr. James Reid is now 
engaged on this work. Drs. Powell and 
Barlow are in complete agreement with him 
regarding the diagnosis and treatment. It 
probably will be found that the report prac- 
tically confirms the statements made in 
these dispatches since the Queen's illness 
showed the first fatal symptoms a week ago. 


Day at Osborne House. 
Emperor William and the royal Princesses 
remained in their apartments in Osborne 
se in the forenoon. The royal palace 
oked like any other house of mourning but 
or the activity of the telegraph staff. 
The Prince of Wales has signed as 
„% Wales” to every message of condolence 
from rulers the world over, including one 
from the Emperor of Japan. 
There will be no lying in state here. The 
ceremonies at Osborne House will be only for 
the family, the servants, and the tenantry. 


Will Be Military Funeral. 

‘tthe body probably will be taken to the 
mainland by the end of the week. The fu- 
neral, which will be a military one, with the 
body on a gun carriage, will almost certainly 
be held at Windsor, perhaps a fortnight or 
three weeks hence. | 

The first public act in the way of paying 
honor to the Queen's body, after the night 
watch of the household, took the fo of 
posting a guard of twenty-five men of the 
Royal Rifle Reserve Regiment around the 
chamber. 


Death Mask to Be Made. 

It is said that a cast of her Majesty's 
features will be taken either today or tomor- 
row. It is not probable that the Queen's 
features will be exposed while the body is 
lying in state. 

The Queen’s messenger arrived here today 
with the German court artist, who has been 
sent to Osborne for the purpose of painting 
a great work on Osborne for Emperor Will- 
lam. 

Throughout Cowes business is proceeding 
as usual, the shopkeepers using a black 
shutter on the middle windows. Even the 
large number of traders who are warrant 
holders, and permanently display the royal 
arms above their doors, continue to do busi- 
ness. Every house has one blind down. 


‘Prince Frederick to Attend. 

It is stated that Crown Prince Friedrich 
Wilhelm of Germany will arrive here tomor- 
row on the royal yacht Hohenzollern. He 
will be escorted by two German warships.

| Mourning Is Ordered. 

The Gazette orders the court to go into 
mourning until July 24 and into half mourn- 
Ing until Jan. 24, 1902. Lord Roberts has 
ordered the army to adopt mourning until 
March 8. 

Memoria! services will be held in St. Paul's 
Cathedral morning and evening daily until 
the interment. 

At 11 on Thursday the members ot the royal 
family will gather around the body of the 
late Queen, which lies in a simple coffin, the 
chapelle ardente festooned with red and 
white hangings. The Bishop of Winchester, 
standing before an altar removed for the 
occasion from the private chapel, will read 
a portion,of the service for the dead. 

The coffin rests on a specially erected plat- 
form, draped with royal purple, the feet ly- 
ing to the east. The head faces the simple 
altar. 

For a few hours after the conclusion of this 
service the public will be admitted to the 
room and allowed to view the remains of the 
sovereign who so long reigned over them. 
The body will rest there until Sunday, and it 
is probable that no removal will occur for 
ten days. 

The cause of the Queen’s death, as officially 
given, was ‘senile decay.“ The doctors 
have adopted this expression as most suitable 
and truthful. They attribute the paralysis 
which attacked her as secondary to the gen- 
eral weakness of her condition, nor is & con- 
sidered advisable for reasons of state to inti- 
mate that her intellect was dimmed by this 
particular form of the disease. 


Details of Last Hours. 

Details of the dying hours were not obtain- 
able until late this evening. When Emperor 
William arrived he rushed, without taking 
off his overcoat, to her bedside, and the first 
words he said were words of regret that his 
mother was unable to come. Tes, mur- 
mured the Queen, “I wish ‘ Vickey’ could 
be here,“ using a pet name of her eldest 
daughter. 

The large force of detectives present from 
London is a precaution against any An- 
archist attempt upon the life of Emperor 
William and not on account of the new King. 


CONDOLENCES FROM EUROPE. 


Capitals of the Continent Take Appro- 
priate Action on the Death of 
Queen Victoria. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 

LONDON, Jan. 23.—All the capitals of Eu- 
rope are taking appropriate action expres- 
sive of sorrow for the death of Queen Vic- 
toria, and each will either send condolences 
or will be represented at the funeral services 
to be held at Windsor. 

In Berlin the court has been ordered to go 
into mourning for four weeks. In the Reich- 
stag Count von Bülow said: ‘“ Not only the 
near kinsmanship of our imperial house to 
the English royal family, but also, the mani- 
fold economic and political interests which 
bind Germany and England, induce us to 
share sincerely in the mourning of the Brit- 
ish for their venerable ruler. I am certain 
that it is in consonance with the feelings 
of the House when I express this sympathy.” 
The members listened standing. 

The Unterhaus expressed to the Emperor 
and Empress Frederick the sympathy of 
the House. 

French people generally showed sincere 


respect and sympathy for England in its 


time of sorrow. President Loubet counter- 
manded a dinner which was to have been 
given at the Elysée on Jan. 31 and aban- 
doned his intended visits at three different 
functions. At the British Embassy the reg- 
ister was filled with the best known names 
in France and those of the various Am- 
bassadors. 

The French delegation to the funeral will 
be composed of Vice Admiral de Lajaille, 
General Dubois, Secretary General of the 


Presidency; Major Chabaud, an officer of 


President Loubet’s military household; and 
a representative of the Foreign office. 

In Norway the President of Parliament 
at Christiania said he felt assured of the 
support of all the members in expreasing 
sympathy with Great Britain’s grief at the 
loss of her popular Queen. 

In Stockholm, Cettinje, Buda-Pesth, Bu- 
charest, and other minor capitals expres- 
sions of sympathy were prepared. 

In Rome Count Ginotti, on behalf of the 
Queen; the Marquis Guiccioll, on behalf of 
the Dowager Queen; and Viscount Iven- 
testa, in the name of the government, called 
at the British Embassy to cenvey their con- 
dolences. 

At Madrid the court has gone into mourn- 
ing for twenty-one days and all public cele- 
brations have been abandoned.

Nine Nations’ Emblems in Chi- 
cago Recognize Queen 
Victoria’s Death. 


PLAN MEMORIALSERVICES 


Consuls All Call on Mr. Wynd- 
ham and Are Invited to At- 
tend St. James' Church. 


PUBLIC MEETING LATER. 


The flags of nine nations flew at half-mast 
in Chicago yesterday in recognition of the 
death of Queen Victoria. It was the first 
time in the history of the city that the em- 
blems of so many nations were unfurled be- 
cause of the death of a temporal ruler, and 
the first time in the history of this country 
that the United States flag floated at half- 
mast prior to the funeral of a foreign ruler. 
When the announcement of the assassination 
of King Humbert of Italy was received last 
year no recognition was accorded it, but on 
the day of the funeral flags were at half- 
mast. | 

The same respect was paid to the memory 
of Queen Victoria throughout thecity. Over 
army headquarters, the postoffice, the Chi- 
cago and Union League clubs, and over many 
business blocks the American flags floated at 
half-mast. Over the German, Italian, 
French, Austrian, Russian, and Greciaa Con- 
sulates their national flags fluttered the re- 
gret the representatives of those nations feel. 
The Japanese Consul had his national em- 
blem at half-mast aver his home. Consul 
William Wyndham, the English representa- 
tive, also had the emblem over his home on 
the North Side. . 

All the Consuls called on Consul Wyndham 
shortly after they learned of the death of 
his sovereign to express their condolences. 
Perhaps the most impressive visit was that 
of Count Anthony L. Rozwadowski, the 
Italian Consul, Who only a few months ago 
received a similar call from England's rep- 
resentative. The Consuls placed themselves 
at the command of Mr. Wyndham through 
Consul General Alfred de Flesch, Austrian 
agent and dean of the consular corps. Con- 
sul Wyndham informed them that the 
memorial services would be held in St. James’ 
Episcopal Church on the date fixed for the 
Queen’s funeral. The Consuls will attend 
in full uniform, each going separately to 
the church in order to avoid display as far 
as possible. 

Plans for Public Service. 

A call for a meeting this evening at 8 
o’clock at the Auditorium to arrange for 
memorial services at which,the public will 
be welcome has been issued. It is signed 
by George E. Gooch, President of the Sons 
and Daughters of Great Britain; President 
William G. Warner of the Board of Trade; 
Arthur J. Caton, President of the Chicago 
club; William T. Baker, George H. Web- 
ster, and Professor Elias Colbert. This pre- 
liminary meeting, like the mass-meeting 
with which it is to be followed, will be open 
to all American citizens.

SALISBURY’S ABSENCE NOTED. 


Peculiar Significance Given to Premier’s 
Not Being at Osborne When the 
Queen Died.

LONDON, Jan. 24, 3 a. m.—Premier Salis- 
bury’s absence from Osborne during the last 
moments of the Queen remains without pub- 
lic explanation and causes widespread spec- 
ulation in court and political circles. 

According to information through a sure 
channel, Lord Salisbury, it is asserted, re- 
mained away, owing to strained personal 
relations between him and the King.

Ministers to Stand Firm. 
che Ministers decided that as this misap- 
prehension existed in the minds of the Chi- 
‘nese plenipotentiaries steps should be taken 
at once to impress upon them the necessity 
of reading the article in question to mean 

that the troops would not be withdrawn 
until all the articles in the note had been 
-eomplied with to the satisfaction of the 
powers. 

The Ministers were unanimously of the 
opinion that China must proceed at once to 
issue the edicts demanded in the note and 
{inflict the punishment called for. Several of 
the ministers have received instructions that 
they must insist on the death penalties being 
carried out. Others, like Mr. Conger, the 
American Minister, have not been instructed 
on this point. 2 


Dowager’s Ability Limited. 

It is interesting to call attention to an 
edict issued by the Empress Dowager, which 
was received by Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ching today, and which says: 

“I cannot punish Tung Fu ‘Hsian any 
further than I have already decreed.”’ 

This General is now in the Province of 
Kan Du, surrounded by a strong army. 
Prince Tuan is also in that province, where 
he is staying with his father-in-law, and 
many Mongol Princes are gathered there to 
gee what is going to be done. Even if Tuan 
is concerned, Tung Fu Hsian will certainly 
protect him. 

The discussion of other matters and ques- 
tions in the Chinese note was not finished— 
that is, no decision was reached.

INDIANS FACR TROOPS 


TROUBLE IN CREEK COUNTRY IS 
GROWING MOST SERIOUS. 


Attack on Muskogee Yhreatened if Two 
Redmen Arrested by the United | 
States Marshal Are Not Released— 
Friendly Braves Perplexed Over the 
Situation and Fear They Cannot Se- 
cure Protection from Their Unruly 
Comrades—Gen, Lee Takes a Hand. 


Muskogee, Ind. T., Jan. 23.—The warlike 
preparations of the disaffected Creek Indians 
continue unabated, and United States troops | 
are on the way to check the uprising. Two 
of the light horsemen of the band were ar- 
rested by Deputy United States Marshals 
and brought here tonight. They declare they 
will be avenged. 

A runner from the scene of the uprising, 
who reached Checotah today, says the mem- 
bers of the band are increasing in numbers, 
and the Five Tribes were well represented, 
there being members of the Choctaw, Chicka- 
saw, Cherokee, and Seminole tribes with the 
Cfeek band. 

Three more Indians were whipped yester- 
day, and those full bloods who attempt to 
leave their homes and not take part in the 
uprising are regarded as traitors to the Snake 
band and are forced to return. 

The friendly Indians are in a quandary. 
They claim the protection which their own 
laws afforded them was taken away by the 
Curtis bill, which abolished all tribal courts 
and court officers, and that the United States 
Marshal is helpless to protect them with the 
small force at his command. 

One of the worst features of the uprising 
is found in the destruction of allotment cer- 
tificates which have been issued to the full 


bloods by the Dawes commission. Every 
full blood known to have t n out allot- 
ment papers is visited by the horsemen 


and whipped or his certificate destroyed. 

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 23.—General Fitzhugh 
Lee, commanding the Department of the Mis- 
sourl, this evening sent telegraphic orders 
to First Lieutenant Dixon, commanding 
Troop A of the Eighth Cavalry at Fort Reno, 
Ok.

PROPRIETOR OF RESTAURANT 
DISAPPEARS MYSTERIOUSLY. 


Daniel S. McKay, 887 Thirty-first Street, 
Missing Since Jan. 14 and Police Are 
Unable to Find Any Trace of Him. 


Detectives from the Stanton Avenue and 
Cottage Grove Avenue Police Stations are 
trying to find Daniel 8. McKay, the owner 
of a restaurant at 337 Thirty-first street, who 
disappeared at 4 o’clock on the morning of 
Jan. 14. McKay when last seen had with 
him four gold watches, $200, and is also 
known to be the holder of $1,600 worth of 
stock in the Metropolitan Elevated railroad 
company. 

The Sunday previous to his disappearance 


‘he spent the greater part of the night down- 


town with friends. At 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing McKay and his companions went into a 
saloon in Thirty-first street, next door to his 
restaurant.

DOCTORS FAIL TO FORBID 
THE DIVISION OF FEES. 


Chicago Medical Society Refers Resolu- 
tion to Ostracize Specialists Who Pay 
Commissions to Practitioners. 


The Chicago Medical society last night de- 
clined to adopt a resolution against the prac- 
tice of specialists dividing their fees with or- 
dinary practitioners. The resolution declared 
the practice unprofessional and proposed ex- 
pulsion from the society as apenalty. After 
sharp discussion it was referred to a com- 
mittee, and this action is understood by oppo- 
nents of the resolution to be tantamount to 
killing it. 

The matter has excited no little feeling in 
the society for some time. It seems that it 
is the custom of some specialists to make 
propositions to family physicians to divide 
with the latter the fees of all patients they 
send. Some physicians declare this practice 
detrimental to the interests of the profes- 
sion. 

Friends of the rule propose to bring up the 
subject again. 


PAY ’PHONE BASIS OF SUIT. 


Mrs. Emma Bullard Demands $25,000, 
Alleging She Was Injured by 
a Shock. 


Mrs. Emma Bullard, 1836 Indiana avenue, 
yesterday filed sult for $25,000 damages 
against the Chicago Telephone company, 
alleging that she was permanentl} injured 
through an electric shock received from one 
of the company’s telephones. 

Mrs. Bullard says that while placing a 
dime in the public pay phone in the Olympia 
Restaurant, Wabash avenue and Hubbard 
court, on Dec. 1 she received a shock which 
threw her from the booth and left her un- 
conscious for a considerable time. Friends 
took her home and she was confined to her 
bed for several weeks, she says.

Mrs. Lillian Arnold has brought suit for

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RUMORS OF SMALLPOX IN THE 
FAIR WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 


Management, Corroborated by Health 
Department, Sets at Rest Sensational 
Stories That Have Been Circulated. 


For two or three weeks past unfounded 
rumors have been in circulation regarding 
the existence of smallpox among employés 
of the Fair. The management of the big 
department store learned yesterday that the 
stories had been told to incoming and intend- 
ing purchasers and that they were spread 
throughout thecity. Accordingly they asked 
the Commissioner ef Health to certify to the 
fact that no smallpox had been found there. 

The Fair, through Otto Young, the Secre- 
tary, last night gave out the following: 

A rumor has been circulated that several 
cases of smallpox have been discovered at 
the Fair and we feel it our duty toward the 
public and ourselves to emphatically contra- 
dict this rumor. 

The only possible foundation for sucha 
rumor that can be justified is the fact that 
one of our employés left us last December 
on account of sickness, which his physician 
pronounced a case of the grip. A short time 
afterward this man was taken with a mild 
form of varioloid and sent to the Isolation 
Hospital, and after a short time was de- 
clared well and discharged. We have asked 
the Department of Health to make an inves- 
tigation and we herewith append a copy of 
Commissioner Reynolds’ letter, which ex- 
plains itself. 

We have good reason to believe that this 
rumor was started, and is still being pushed, 
by parties who aim to injure our business.“ 

Dr. Reynolds’ statement follows: 

„Chicago, Jan. 23.—This is to certify that 
there has been no person suffering from 
smallpox or any other disease found in the 
general store known as ‘the Fair’ in the 
City of Chicago. All rumors to the contrary 
are false. ARTHUR R. REYNOLDS, M. D., 

Commissioner of Health.“ 


Two Doctors Accused. 

Dr. George Thilo, 407 Milwaukee avenue, 
and Dr. Carl Struch, 540 Ashland boulevard, 
are accused of issuing false vaccination 
certificates. Commissioner Reynolds of the 
Health department has ordered them to ap- 
pear before him and show cause why he 
should not report them to the State Board 
of Health. The physicians are accused of 
issuing clean bills of health to Roy and Dean 
Ketly, 53 Ada street, who, with their parents, 
are now in the Isolation Hospital, in order 
that they might be allowed to attend the 
Tilden School. 

Three cases of smallpox were reported 
yesterday. Clara Murphy, 18 years old, who 
had never begn vaccinated, was found suf- 
fering with the disease at 317 West Van 
Buren street. In the same house are two 
children, Edward and John Doherty, who 
have never been vaccinated. The physicians 
at once vaccinated them and are watching 
with interest the outcome of their cases. 
If the disease has no more than three days’ 
start on the preventative measure it is ex- 
pected that the children. will not be at- 
tacked.

BITTER DEBATE AT MEETING OF 
THE CHICAGO WOMAN’S CLUB. 


Resolution Expressing Disapproval of 
the Barring of Delegate from the 
Boston Colored Women’s Organisa- 
tion Is Adopted After a Session 
Which Is Described as “ Perfectly 
Terrible "—Question Argued Behind 
Closed Doors—Some Members Leave. 


After a debate which one member char- 
acterized as perfectly terrible the Chi- 
cago Woman's club yesterday voted.to ex- 
press regrets over the action of the general 
federation of clubs in excluding Mrs. Jose- 
phine St. Pierre Ruffin, the colored repre- 
sentative of the New Era club of Boston, 
from the Milwaukee convention. In the same 
resolution was expressed “‘ unwavering be- 
lief in equal opportunity to all without re- 
gard to race, religion, color, or politics.“ 

Those who opposed the recognition of col- 


| ored women’s clubs fought to the last, The 


final vote was 175 to 53 in favor of the reso- 
lution as offered by Mrs. George W. Plum- 
mer. Mrs. Henrotin had indorsed the feso- 
lution, though not present to assist in its 
defense. 

The meeting at which the question was de- 
cided was held behind closed doors, but 
evidences of the battle that was raging. with- 
in were apparent on the outside. Several of 
the women who opposed the resolution left 
hurriedly. after a preliminary skirmish in 
which they learned that defeat awaited 
them. 


Calls It Perfectly Terrible.“ 

“Tt is perfectly terrible in there,“ said one 
womdn as she left. I came away because 
I couldn't stand it.“ 

Mrs. H. W. Magee, Mrs. Henry Solomon, 
and the Rev. Celia Parker Woolley support- 
ed the resolution, while Mrs. Elia W. Peattie, 
Dr. Frances Dickinson, Mrs. Coonley Ward, 
and Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles opposed it. 

Mrs. Robert M. Farson moved that the 
resolutions be considered in a committee of 
the whole, and the majority and minority 
reports submitted in November were taken 
up. Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles presented the 
minority resolution, which was as follows: 


Resolved, That the Chicago Woman's club dep- 
recates at this time any attempt to impose by 
Northern votes upon Southern clubs a semi-social 
equality with the negro, such as must exist in 
the general federation, since its constitution 
states its chief purpose is not philanthropic, but 
for social, literary, scientific, or artistic culture. 


This resolution was defeated by a vote of 

175 to 60. is 3 
Members Argue Question. 

Mrs. Magee opened the debate with a plea 
for a recognition of the colored women, and 
Mrs. Peattie repeated many of the argu- 
ments advanced in her paper before the 
State federation meeting at Rockford. 

Dr. Frances Dickinson asked the members 
to divide the question and consider it from 
two grounds. 

The practical and the sentimental views,” 
she sald, may be entirely at variance. It 
is all well to have principles of equality and 
to follow them as we are able individually. 
It is impractical for the Woman’s club to 
take up a question the actual result of which 
will be to promote sectional feeling.“ 

Excitement was at a high pitch when Mrs. 
Coonley Ward, in closing her speech, made a 
motion to have the entire matter laid on the 
table.

SHALL BARS STARVRDOU? 


MORE THAN SEVENTY SALOON- 
KEEPERS FORCED TO RETIRE. 


Midnight Closing and Prompt Collec- 
tion of Quarterly License Install- 
ments Drive Many Out of Business— 
Brewers Will Settle for Sums Due 
and Put.New Men in the Majority of 
These Places — Meeting of Retail 
Liquor Dealers. 


One effect of the enforcement of the mid- 
night closing ordinance and the more rigid 
collection by the City Clerk of the quarterly 
installments on saloon licenses, is seen in 
the number of saloonkeepers whe are quitting 
the business. 

During the last two days the license officers 
of the Police department have reported the 
abandonment of mere than seventy saloons 
by their proprietors. A large number of these 
places are practically the property of differ- 
ent brewing companies, who will pay the 
licenses and install new keepers, but the 
percentage of places, permanently closed, will 
be much larger than for any similar period 
during the last seven years. 

In the list of closed saloons few places in 
the doWn-town district are reported. The 
majority are located in the outlying districts 
and along the side streets of the West and 
South Sides. Many of the places have fig- 
ured frequently in police reports as the 
scenes of early morning brawls and have 
for years been the headquarters of char- 
acters well known to the Police department. 
In these resorts most of the business was 
done at night, and after midnight the noise 
of jangling pianos and the shouts from 
crowded winerooms disturbed the rest of 
people in the neighborhood. The resurrec- 
tion of the midnight closing ordinance gave 
the police the desired opportunity to drive 
the customers from the place and frequently 
from the district. 


Unable to Pay Legal Fee. 

The immediate result of the enforcement of 
the law was a decrease in the receipts of the 
saloons, the proprietors of which were un- 
able to pay the installment due on their 
license for the period from Jan. 1 to April 1. 
With the improbability of the repeal of the 
ordinance confronting them the keepers were 
reluctantly compelled to abandon the resorts. 

Deputy Collector J. F. McCarthy said yes- 
terday that while the number of saloon- 
keepers who had failed to meet the quar- 
terly payment had been unusually large for 
the period, he did not anticipate a large 
decrease in the number of saloons in the city. 

“In seven-tenths of the places abandoned,“ 
he said, the brewery owners, who in most 
cases own the stock and fixtures, will pay 
the amount due the city and place some 
other person in charge. We have not been 
unusually severe in our demands for prompt 
payment of the quarterly installment, and I 
know of noreason why the number of saloon- 
keepers retiring should be so large for this 
period.” 

Meeting of Liquor Dealers. 

A special meeting of the Executive com- 
mittee of the National Retail Liquor Deal- 
ers’ association was held at the rooms of 
the association in the Schiller Building dur- 
ing the afternoon to consider the midnight 
closing question and to formulate a plan 
of action. Resolutions were adopted, and 
there was a general discussion as to what 
action should be taken in order to bring 
about the repeal of the midnight closing 
ordinance. No definite action was decided 
upon, and another meeting has been called 
for tomorrow afternoon to take the matter 
up again. 

Liberal League 


The Liberal league is the näme of a 


new organization which announces its pur- 


pose to enter the epring campaign in oppo- 
_sition to what is called the wave of perse- 
cution of all professional athletic sports and 
amusements.” It is the declared purpose of 
the league to demand of both the Republican 
and Democratic parties that they insert in 
their platforms declarations in favor of lib- 
eral policies regarding sports and amuse- 
ments. 

The President of the league is Edmund 
Stack, a lawyer, who lives at 85 North For- 
tieth avenue, and its Secretary is R. H. 
Cowdrey, until recently a dealer in bicycle 
sundries. 


To Keep Saloons from Churches. 

The distance of saloons from churches and 
schools will, it is probable, be fixed at 200 
feet. This was virtually agreed on by the 
members of the City Council License com- 
mittee in the afternoon, though definite 
action was postponed until a subcommittee 
could draw up a revised Ordinance. It was 
also decided that bowling alleys shall be 
kept as far from churches and schools as 
saloons. 


To Continue Citizens’ League Work. 

The committee appointed at the meeting 
of Sunday school superintendents at the First 
Methodist Church on Jan. 20 to protest 
against the repeal of the midnight saloon 
closing ordinance met in the lecture-room 
of the Association Building last evening. 
Expressions of regret for the stopping of the 
work of the Citizens’ league were drafted, 
and Mr. Parkhurst was instructed to apply 
to the Secretary of State for a charter for 4 
new body bearing the same name. The char- 
ter members will be fifteen citizens. The 
new organization will not conflict with the 
present projects of the Anti-Saloon league, 
to which all the charter members belong. 

A committee was appointed to arrange 
with the superintendents of all Sunday 
schools to select the last Sunday in March 
for a simultaneous anti-saloon demonstra- 
tion by the pupils. 


Warrants for Beach Hotel Manager. 

The Hyde Park Protective association dur- 
ing the day secured twenty warrgnts against 
M. D. Dunne, manager of the Chicago Beach 
Hotel, and a like number against Joseph 
Meeks, charging violation of the liquor law. 
Meeks is said to be the bartender. Similar 
warrants were served on Manager Windberg 
of the Hyde Park Hotel drug store and two 
clerks. The cases will come up for trial be- 
fore Justice Ford on Feb. 2. 


HERO SENT TO THE BRIDEWELL. 


Patrick Collins, the Man of the Human 
Ladder, Fined for Disorderly 
Conduct. 


Patrick Collins, who has saved nearly a 
dozen human lives, yesterday was sent to 
the bridewell on a fine of $15 and costs for 
disorderly conduct. Collins told Justice 
Sabath he was a homeless, unfortunate 
wretch.’ Captain Wheeler declared the pris- 
oner to a nuisance, and sald it would be 
an act of charity rather than a punishment 
to send him to the bridewell. 

Collins has been a familiar figure in the 
vicinity of the Maxwell Street Police Station. 
About a year ago he accompanied the patrol 
wagon to a fire on Eighteenth street in the 
early morning. A family was in danger of 
perishing, when a human ladder was bullt 
by Collins and Detective James Keefe and 
the people were rescued. Keefe was given a 
medal, and Collins, who also was offered a 
medal, took instead a sult of clothes. 

Collins has figured in other heroic rescues, 
but, as an offset to his bravery, has been 
under arrest many times for disorderly con- 
duct.

SAY THE CABLE 
SOON WILL GO. 


Street Railway Officials De- 
clare They Gladly Would 
Substitute the Trolley. 


DELAYS DUE TO TEAMS. 


President Roach Thinks That the 
Terms of the Nelson Ordi- 
nance Are Prohibitive. 


FAVOR SINGLE CAR IDEA. 


Given a change in motive power from ea - 
ble to electricity, the Presidents of the two 
principal street railway companies see no 
obstacle in the way of improving the service 
on their lines while meeting the provisions 
of Alderman Nelson’s ordinance limiting 
the trains to a single car. Both officials in- 
timate that they would gladly relegate t 
cable car to the scrap heap as an antiquat- 
ed, expensive, and unsatisfactory means of 
transportation. 

John M. Roach, President of the Union 
Traction company, declares that his com- 
pany is giving the public the best service 
possible under present conditions, and that 
the delays of which so much complaint is 
made are due to the wagon traffic im front 
of the cars. He regards the substitution 
of electricity for the cable as inevitable and 


‘near at hand, and thinks that the expense 


incidental to a compliance with the Nelson 
ordinance is prohibitory, as a new equip- 
ment would have to be provided. 

D. G. Hamilton, President of the Chicago 
City railway company, holds the same opin- 
ion as President Roach with reference to 
the cable system. He would like to see 
the system abolished and the overhead trol- 
ley put in its place. He asserts that er 
haustive tests have demonstrated that the 
underground trolley is impracticable, and 
that it would require a year’s time to pro- 
vide the equipment suggested by the Nelson 
ordinance, with the expenditure of an im- 
mense sum. — — 

Delay at Rush Hour. 

The contention of President Roach that 
traffic in front of the cars is the chief cause 
of delays in the service was illustrated last 
evening at the rush time, when a Clark 
street grip car collided with a heavily loaded 
wagon at La Salle and Washington streets 


and derailed his car, causing a blockade that 
lasted half an hour. During that tim’ thou- 
sands of persons congregated on the down- 
town corners waiting for the North Side 


were loaded to their limit. ; 

“It couldn't have happened if we had the 
trolley,” said an old conductor. Ifa trolley 
car is smashed so badly that it won't run it 
can be shoved off the track and let the other 
cars pass, but you can’t do that with a cable 
car. When it breaks down it stops every- 
thing behind it.“ 

The opposition of the street railroad com- 
panies to Alderman Nelson's ordinance is 
based wholly upon the item of expense en- 
tailed by the purchase of a new equipment. 
General Manager McCulloch of the Chicago 
City railway company seid yesterday that 
the change in rolling stock wöuld cost his 
company millions. 

Favors Single Car Idea. 

“If the City Council will grant the Union 
Traction company the privilege of using elec- 
tricity instead of the cable,“ said President 
Roach, the company will gladly adopt the 


fer points and trains entirely. If the object 
of the ordinance is to compel the cable com- 
panies to dispense with the old-fashioned 
grip car, it means that we must build an 
entire new equipment, the expense of which 
would be prohibitory. The cable as a motive 
power for street car service is fast on its 
way to oblivion, and in a few years will be 
unknown in Chicago.”’ 

“The cable system is years behind the 
times, said President Hamilton of the Chi- 
cago City railway company, and nobod> 
would be better pleased than myself to wit- 
ness the disappearance of long cable trains, 
They necessitate a grip car which is so much 
dead weight in cold weather, when it carries 
no passengers. It would take a year to make 
the change suggested in the ordinaance.” 


CHARGE INTENT TO MURDER. 


Joseph A, Thomas Arrested on Accusa- 
tion of Assaulting Arthur Sinsa- 
baugh—Mystery in Case. 


Joseph A. Thomas, a roofer, was arrested 
yesterday on the charge of assault with 
intent to commit murder upon Arthur Sinsa- 
baugh. Sinsabaugh has been unconscious 
for three days from injuries on the head, 
and lies at his home, 164 La Salle avenue, in 
a critical condition.

Building Six Stories High. 

The Montreal Board of Trade was one of 
the finest structures in, the city. It was six 
stories high and occupied one-half of the 
square bounded by St. Sacrament, St. Nich- 
olas, St. Paul, and St. Peter streets, facing 
on St. Sacrament street for the length of the 
block between St. Peter and St. Nicholas. 

The building stood in the heart of the busi- 
ness district, St. Ann’s and Bonsecour’s 
markets being within one and three blocks 
respectively. Several of the leading churches 
stand within a few blocks of the Board of 
Trade, and the leading business houses of the 
city surround the big building. 


Three Blocks from the River. 

It stood three blocks from the river front, 
St. Paul and Commissioner streets being the 
two thoroughfares between St. Sacrament 
street and the St. Lawrence River. 

The board has a roll of 1,200 members and. 
is perhaps the most important and influéntial 
commercial institution in the Dominion. 

When the St. Sacrament street structure 
was erected eight years ago all the trade in- 
stitutions in the city, with the exception of 


the stock exchange, allied themselves with

The regular army as constituted at its 
maximum is about equal to all the regulars 
ö and volunteers now in the service, so far 
as aggregate numbers are concerned, but 
there is a considerable difference in the 
eystem of organization.

not necessary to apologize for the u 

of a term which distinguishes the great haar 
of the population from the comparatively 
few, who, for one reason or another, with- 
draw themselves from sympathetic connec- 
tion with their fellows.: Among the Greeks 
Hoi pollol was used to describe the many, 
while among the Romans the word “ plebs ” 
was employed for the same purpose. These 
appellations, like the common people,“ 
have been assumed with pride by those to 
whom they were applied, while they have 
been used as terms of reproach by those who 
counted themselves among the aristocratic 
classes. Within recent years there has been 
a growing tendency in some quarters to de- 
nounce as demagogic any reference to, or 
praise of, the common people. 

One editor in a late issue of his paper takes 
exception to the phrase and says: 

This expression is an ill-chosen one and 
should have no lodgment in the vocabulary 
of an American patriot and statesman. If 
we sought its origin, we would look for it 
in that specious demagogy which has evolved 
the professional politician, arrayed country 
against town—the farmer and his sons and 
daughters against the business and profes- 
sional men and their sons and daughters— 
capital against labor, and built up against 
neighbors the impregnable barriers of preju- 
dice and hate.“ 

This quotation is reproduced because it 
fairly represents the views of those who 
criticise the expression. It has, however,an 
eminently respectable origin. In the same 
chapter in which Christ condensed man’s 
duty to his fellows into the commandment: 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself; in 
the same chapter in which he denounced 
those who devour widow’s houses and for a 
pretense make long prayers—in this same 
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chapter it is said of Him: The common peo- 
ple heard Him gladly. 

No higher compliment was ever paid to 
any class. 

The term, the common people, is properly 
used to describe the large majority of the 
people—those who earn their living and give 
to society a fair return for the benefits be- 
stowed by soclety—those who in their daily 
lives recognize the ties which bind together 
the mass of the people who have a common 
lot and acommon hope. Sometimes they are 
called the middle classes because pau- 
pers and criminals are excluded on the one 
hand, while on the other hand some exclude 
themselves because of wealth or position or 
pride of birth. The common people form 
the industrious, intelligent, and patriotic 
element of our population; they produce the 
nation’s wealth in time of peace and fight 
the nation’s battles in time of war. They 
are self-reliant and independent; they ask 
of government nothing but justice and will 
not be satisfied with less. They are not seek- 
ing to get their. hands into other people's 
pockets, but are content if they can keep 
other people’s hands out of their pockets. 

The common people do not constitute an 
exclusive society—they are not of the four 
hundred; any one can become a member if 
he is willing to contribute by brain or muscle 
to the nation’s strength and greatness. Only 
those are barred—and they are barred by 
their own choice—who imagine themselves 
made of a superior kind of clay and who 
deny the equality of all before the law. 

A rich man, who has honestly acquired his 
wealth and is not afraid to intrust its care 
to laws made by his fellows, can count him- 
self among the common people, while a poor 
man is not really one, of them if he fawns 
before a plutocrat and has no higher ambi- 
tion than to be a courtier or a sycophant. 

Tue COMMONER will be satisfied if, by 
fidelity to the common people, it proves its 
right to the name which has been chosen.

MISSOURI SENATOR ATTACKS THE 
SUBSIDY MEASURE. | 


Declares the Navigation Laws of the 
United States Responsible for the 
Decadence of the Merchant Marine— 
Holds That Pending Bill Would Give 
Millions to Rich Corporations and 
Do Little to Benefit the Government— 
Standard Oil ‘Among Favored Ones.

Mr. Vest of Missouri, in 
a characteristically brilliant, forceful, and 
interesting speech lasting nearly three hours, 
advocated free ships and vigorously attacked 
the navigation laws of the United States, 
holding that they were responsible for the 
decadence of the merchant marine of Amer- 
lea. 

He said that the pending measure came 
before the Senate ostensibly from the Com- 
mittee on Commerce, but had come really 
from a committee of promotion composed of 
twenty-five prominent and intelligent men 
appointed by the junior Senator from Maine, 
Mr. Frye. 

The chairman of this committee of pro- 
motlon,“ said the Missouri Senator, “is 
Clement A. Griscom, President of the In- 
ternational Navigation company, a man of 
high character, of great intelligence, and of 
indefatigable energy. The company which 
he represents is by far the largest beneficiary 
under this bill. 


Navigation Laws Denounced. 

**I must express my surprise and regret 
that no one member of that committee of 
promotion is in favor of an American buy- 
ing his ships where he can buy them cheap- 
est, and“then sailing them under the flag of 
his country. In other words, to use the 


language of the Senator from Maine (Mr. 


Frye), the members of that committee are 
unanimously in favor of the obsolete, in- 
famous, and outrageous navigation laws of 
the United States, which are a stain on the 
statutes of the United States, and which 
for fifty years have been riding to death the 
merchant marine of this country as the old 
man of the sea rode to exhaustion Sinbad the 
Sallor.“ 

Mr. Vest sharply criticised Mr. Chamber- 
lain, the present Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion, who was appointed first by’ Mr. Cleve- 
land and then favored free ships, for drift- 
ing with the Republican current and now ad- 
vocating subsidies. 

Mr. Vest ridiculed the claim that the Dill 
is intended to provide auxiliary cruisers in 
time of war. All this talk of auxiliary 
cruisers is a subterfuge,“ he said: a mere 
glamour and an appeal to patriotism and 
the old flag. This is not a question of rhet- 
oric, it is not a question of sentiment.“ 

Mr. Vest said that the vessels of what is 
known as the American line (the Interna- 
tional Navigation company), in the course 
of the twenty-five years the subsidy was to 
run, would receive at least $42,000,000 of 
the total which would be paid out. 

The Pacific Mail Steamship company, he 
said, would be the next bentficlary under the 
bill. With its present ships and the two 
vessels it was building now it would receive 
$550,000 a year of the subsidy. 


Standard Oil Company to Gain. 


The next poor, emaciated, starving cor- 
poration which will receive a subsidy under 
this bill.“ said Mr. Vest sarcastically, 18 
the Standard Oil company.“ 

It was, he said, trembling with emaciation 
and hungry for the necessaries of life, its 
shares of stock being worth only $830 each. 
He had endeavored to ascertain how much 
of the subsidy the Standard Oll company 
would receive, but the company had de- 
clined to supply any information as to its 
ships. 

Mr. Vest referred to the reported forma- 
tion of syndicates to control the vessels én 
the great lakes and on the Pacific coast, and 
expressed the belief that a trust would be 
formed for the control of all this American 
shipping—a trust that would get every dollar 
of the subsidy. 


HOUSE TAKES UP NAVY BILL. 


After Making District of Columbia Ap- 
propriation Big Naval Measure 
Is Discussed. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—The House to- 
day passed the District of Columbia appro- 
priation bill and entered upon consideration 
of the naval appropriation bill. 

Mr. Foss (III.), chairman of the Naval 
committee, explained its sallent features. 
He said that our navy was larger than the 
German navy and was keeping a little ahead 
of it. Mr. Grosvenor (Ohio) said he consid- 
ered this remark unfortunate and capable 
of misconstruction. We were friendly with 
Germany, and there was no reason why 
that country should be singled out for the 
purpose of comparison. 

Mr. Foss disclaimed any idea that we were 
directing our energies toward keeping ahead 
of Germany. He had simply stated a fact. 
He believed in a strong and efficient navy, 
not so large as England’s, but of moderate 
size: built on conservative lines and capable 
of upholding the honor of the country and 
the flag. | 

The provision of the bill giving warrant 
officers the commutation of quarters allowed 
second Lieutenants in the marine corps was 
stricken out on a point of order made by 
Mr. Cannon (III.), and the same fate befell 
an amendment by Mr. Fitzgerald (N. 1.) 


to increase the number of chaplaing from

EXPERT URGES A 
DEEP WATERWAY 
J. 1. Reporte. to 
Drainage Board in Favor 
of the Project. 


WOULD MEAN BIG SAVING. 


Many Arguments Advanced for 
Scheme to Link Chicago 
with the Gulf. 


CICERO SEWAGE CARED FOR. 


Urgent demands for the immediate oon- 
struction of the proposed deep waterway 
from Chicago to the Gulf of Mexico by con- 
necting the drainage canal with the Illinois 
River after this latter channel had been 
dredged, and thus, with the Mississippi, were 
presented to the Sanitary board yesterday 
in the report of J. L. Matthews, special ex- 
pert for the board. 

Mr. Matthews made the trip from the 
lakes to the gulf by houseboat, and his sta- 
tistics are based on a careful survey of con- 
ditions. He urges that a channel fourteen 
feet deep from Chicago to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico would be a giant impetus to every man- 
ufacturing and farming industry of Illinois, 
the Mississippi Valley, and the Southwest. 
Such a channel, he contends, would mean a 
saving of from one-half to two-thirds over 
current transportation rates. 

The expert pofnts out that the Illinois 
grain crop last year, valued at $129,718,295 
—five times the cost of providing such a wa- 


terway—would pass through this channel to { 


the Eastern seaboard and to consumers 
abroad. Such a waterway, he contends, 
would develop the Illinois coal fields until 


they would supply the big iron manufactur- | 


ing plants of the South, which now draw 
their fuel from the coal fields of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The annual saving in freight rates on the 
cotton crop of the Southwest is placed at 
$293,031. Plants on the Mississippi! would 
be able to dominate the sheet zinc markets 
of the world, and many industries, such as 
the manufacture of Portland cement from 
rock along the river, would develop. 


Unbroken Line of Water. 


Mr. Mathews points out that there has been 
an unbroken line of water communication 
between Chicago and the gulf for more than 
a half century. In the old Illinois and Mich- 
igan Canal, which extends from Bridgeport 
to La Salle, 288 boats plied in 1895, and carried 
616,140 tons of merchandise to Mississippi 
River points. In 1882 this tonnage reached 
as high as 1,011,287 in 132 hauls. 
1899, however, only one packet steamer plied 
the Illinois River owing to the fact that it 
was possible for vessels to draw only four 
feet elght inches of water in the canal and 
that the water was no deeper than this at 
points in the Mississippi between Grafton, 
lll., and the mouth of the Missouri. Even 
less water was available in the upper part 
of the Illinois River, but the opening of the 
drainage canal has increased the depth here 
by several feet.

ed an easy outlet to the seaboard for export

Pointing out that Illinois produced 25,000,- 
000 tons of coal in 1899, and that in La Salle 
County alone there is estimated to be 100,- 
000,000 tons of coal in sight,“ and even great- 
er quantities in Bureau County, the report 
continues: | | 

This coal sells at from $1 to $2 a ton at the mines. 
Under present conditions it is entirely debarred 
from river transportation and depends on railways 
tor access to the markets. One of the great nat- 
ural markets for Northern coal is the iron region 
of Alabama and the manufacturing cities which 
have grown up about it, and, in fact, the whole 
Mississippi Valley. This market now, however, 
draws its supply almost exclusively from Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia. 

Zinc Interests Threatened. 

It is then pointed out that La Salle’s zinc 
interests, where the largest sheet zinc mills 
in the world are located, are threatened 
because of no water outlet, and high rail 
rates rule, while the Missouri zinc mines 
have cheap ways to market through the 
New Orleans and Sabine outlets. He adds 
that the Peoria distilleries consume 35,000 
bushels of corn every twenty-four hours, 
and pay on their products internal revenues 
annually of more than 920,000. 000 almost 
enough in a single year to defray the cost 
of the deep waterway from Lockport to 
Grafton.“ 

To the report were appended letters from 
prominent manufacturers of St. Louls, Mem- 
phis, New Orleans, and other cities favoring 
the waterway. President Jones will convene 
the board to formally consider the report. 

The Sanitary Trustees yesterday decided 
to construct an outfall along Central avenue 
which will convey the sewage of the Town- 
ship of Cicero into the drainage canal. Citi- 
zens of this district contributed $200,000 in 
taxes toward building the canal, but hereto- 
fore have been deprived of its benefits.

ARE WE TOO ANALYTICAL! 

When Pope commended men to the study 
of themselves he perhaps did not realize 
to what abnormal conditions this self-study 
might lead. The present age seems in 
danger of becoming too analytical and peo- 
ple are too much given to turning their eyes 
inward. Does analysis d feeling? 
John Stuart Mill declared that it did, that 
the analytical habit was a perpetual worm 
at the root of the passions and desires 
unless it was accompanied by its natural 
complements and correctives. In these 
days even Oupid is sicklied over with the 
pale cast of thought; he dissects rather than 
pierces hearts, and instead of being blind 
he is provided with strong microscopes. In 
the good old times the phrase “ popping 
the question” was much in use, but now 
even in the bright lexicon of youth there is 
no such word as “ pop,” love-making being 
a matter of slow combustion. 

Women are perhaps more given to the 
analytical habit than men, and even what 
Henry James hae called the modern re- 
actionary nymph, with the brambles of the 
woodland caught in her folds and a look as 
if the satyrs had toyed with her hair,” is 
an intensely self-conscious creature. One 
of Howells’ heroines, upon being assured 
that a certain man was indifferent to wom- 
an's dress, declared emphatically: “‘ Then 
he is the most dangerous kind. He'll not 
gee anything, but he’ll feel everything. I 
shall have to dress at his nerves.” Of 
course to accomplish this must necessitate 
a deal of self-analysis and study. 

To be sure, the analytical habit when not 
carried too far is conducive to prudence 
and clear-headedness and its after acts are 
more to be trusted than those committed 
in the name of impulse. But, no doubt, 
there are times when the pale self-analyzer, 
as he listens to the merry whistle of the un- 
thinking, unanalyzing workingman asks 
himself whether the world is not becoming 
too analytical. 
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SUICIDES AND NIGHTSALOONS. 

Coroner Traeger has given out some in- 
teresting figures showing that in the twenty- 
one days immediately prior to the enforce- 
ment of the midnight closing ordinance the 
number of deaths due to alcoholism was 
forty-eight, while in the twenty-one days 
after the ordinance began to be enforced 
the deaths due to the same cause were only 
thirty-one. He has also discovered that 
the number of suicides for the first period 
was thirty-one and for the second period 
twenty-two. He believs the change is due 
to the absence of all-night saloons, and that 
the improvement will continue if the ordi- 
nance is enforced. 

t is always unsafe to jump to the con- 
clusion that when one thing occurs after 
another it is therefore a result of that other 
thing. But when the probabilities support 
such a conclusion, as they do in this case, 
it is reasonable to weigh the evidence in the 
balances of cause and effect and watch the 
result. If crime in Chicago has diminished 
somewhat since the enforcement of the 
midnight closing ordinance, that fact alone 
is not sufficient proof that the enforcement 
brought about the change. If the deaths 
from alcoholism also show a marked de- 
crease during the same period, this in itself 
is not a proof, but taken in connection with 
the decrease in crime its value as evidence 
is increased. If these two kinds of evidence

THE OLD LOGAN SLANDER. 

The Atlanta Daily News quotes with 
seeming approval a statement made by a 
Southern correspondent of the New York 
Press to the effect that General John A. 
Logan sympathized with the Confederacy 
at the outbreak of the war and had already 
raised two or three companies for a 
Confederate regiment in Kentucky when 
President Lincoln offered him a com- 
mission in the United States army. 
This ancient and baseless slander on 
the name and fame of a great soldier 
was completely refuted twenty years ago 
and was dropped even by Logan’s ene- 
mies. It is strange that it should reappear 
at this late day in a new and grotesque 
shape. The location of the charge in Ken- 
tucky is in itself absurd enough to refute 
the whole story. 

In the spring of 1881 Senator Hill of 
Georgia uttered an insinuation of this kind 
in the Senate. On April 19 Senator Logan 
made a powerful and convincing speech in 
which he refuted that calumny for all time. 
He submitted proofs, which no man could 
question, showing that he had been a stanch 
union man throughout the troubled months 
preceding the outbreak of the war. He 
proved from the Congressional Record that 
on Jan. 7, 1861, he had supported Adrian's 
union resolution, and that on Feb. 5 he had 
made a strong union speech, in which he 
had declared: “I have always and do yet 
deny the right of secession.” He read a 
letter from Senators Lamar of Mississippi 
and Pugh of Alabama bearing witness to 
Logan's private attempts to dissuade them 
from joining the secession movement. In 
July he shouldered a musket and fought as 
a private at Bull Run. 

The charge that had been made was that 
Logan had taken part in raising a Con- 
federate company in Williamson County, 
Ill., where his home was. In refutation of 
this charge he read a letter from Thorndike 
Brooks, the men who did raise the Confed- 
erate company in question, stating that 
Logan had nothing whatever to do with it. 
Senator Beck, who had once had a political 
grudge against Logan, testified that he had 
begun to collect evidence on this subject, 
but had quickly given it up as a hopeless 
task. | 

After Senator Logan had finished his 
speech Senator Brown of Georgia acknowl- 
edged that the vindication was “ full, com- 
plete, and conclusive.” Noman who heard 
or read that speech ever again preferred 
that false charge against General Logan’s 
loyalty. It is only through ignorance of the 
Senate records on this subject that any one 
can at this late day attempt to revive that 
exploded calumny. 


THE RECIPROCITY AGREEMENTS: 

The Senate has ratified a treaty with 
Spain for the purchase for a small sum of 
two islands which are a part of the Philip- 
pine Archipelago, but which lie outside the 
line described in the treaty of peace. It 
is the fault of incorrect maps that they were 
not included. There are reasons why the 
possession of these islands is desirable, and 
the action of the Senate is quite proper. 
But there are in the possession of that body 
other treaties which are deserving of rati- 
fication quite as much as, if not more so 
than, the one which has just been ratified. 
The reciprocity agreements which have been 
negotiated with France and other countries 
will be ot far more practical benefit to the 
people of the United States than the ac- 
quisition of the distant Islands of Sibuta 
and Cagayan. Yet there appears to be no 
likelihood of favorable action on these agree- 
ments because of the opposition of some 
Republican Senators, influenced by petty 
local interests. 

The Republican national platform of 
1896 approved unqualifiedly of “ reciprocal 
agreements of mutual interest, which gain 
open markets for us in return for our open 
market to others.” In the\opinion of the 
convention of 1896 “reciprocity builds up 
foreign trade and finds an outlet for our 
surplus.” 

Subsequent to the election of President 
McKinley on a platform which indorsed 
the reciprocity policy so strongly, a num- 
ber of conventions were negotiated with 
some South American countries and West 
India Islands and one—the most important 
of all in most respects—with France. When 
the Republican National convention met 
last year it did not condemn these conven- 
tions which were then before the Senate. 
It did not condemn the policy of reciprocity, 
but reiterated its approval of that policy. 

These agreements taken as a whole would 
be, if in operation, of peculiar benefit to 
a great number of American industries. 
They would open to farmers, ranchmen, 
dairymen, and manufacturers markets in 
Europe and in this hemisphere now wholly 
or partially closed to them. The benefit 
to American industries would be measured 
by millions of dollars. The injury—mostly 
imaginary—which it is alleged would be 
caused by them would be measured by hun- 
dreds of dollars at the most. 

Then why are not these conventions rati- 
fied which have been negotiated by a Re 
publican administration in strict accordance 
with the policy of the party? 


COOK COUNTY DISTRICTS. 

Cook County has fifteen Senatorial dis- 
tricts now. Some of the Springfield cor- 
respondents say it is entitled to five new 
districts, but may get a smaller number, 
and that a caucus is to be held soon to de- 
cide how many districts this county shall 
have and how many shall be allotted to the 
country. 

Cook is not entitled to five new districts, 
but it is entitled to four under the con- 
stitution. It fixes the number and no 
caucus can change it one way or the other. 
The General Assembly must give this 
eounty one Senator for every full Senatorial 
ratio it contains. The ratio is 94,540 and the 
number of inhabitants is 1, 838,738. There 
is sufficient population for nineteen Sena- 
torial districts, with a remainder of 42,475. 
A Senator cannot be given to Cook for this 
fraction of a ratio or for any other fraction, 
no matter how large it may be. The rea- 
son for this is clearly stated in an opinion 
given ten years ago by the late William 
C. Goudy. 

Ot the fifty-one Senatorial districts nine- 
teen have to be given to this county. This 
is not a matter of legislative discretion. It 
is a constitutional direction. Any appor- 
tionment which should give Cook a larger 
or smaller number of districts than the 
constitution provides would be declared in- 


* 


valid by the Supreme Court, reluctant as it 
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is to interfere with Senatorial apportion- 
ments. 

There is no room for discussion as to 
the number of districts this county shall 
have. There will be much discussion, no 
doubt, as to the manner in which they shall 
be laid out. It is to be hoped that the per- 
sons who have this work in hand will bear 
in mind carefully the constitutional in- 
junctions about compactness and contiguity 
of territory and equality of population, and 
will not be seduced by the vain hope that 
they can devise a profitable or permanent 
getrymander. There is so much political 
instability to city districts because of shift- 
ing population and for other reasons that 
an apportionment designed to secure party 
ends is like a house of cards. It is best to 
make a fair, honest apportionment and 
leave the rest to the future.

large paper Reads. The color of these paper 
heads! corresponded with the color of the 
cardboard markers. The.meaning of the 
different colors was clearly understood. Thus 
a red cardboard meant danger.“ The 
agency opposite the name of which ap- 
peared a red marker needed immediate at- 
temtion. A black cardboard meant death,“ 
and indicated that the managers of an agency 
marked in this way were entirely incompe- 
tent and should be changed at once. A 
white cardboard, on the other hand, was 
proof that agencies so marked were in a 
satisfactory condition. There were still 
other colors indicating different degrees of 
success or failure. 

When the President had carefully studied 

the weekly reports of the condition of the 
various agencies he would indicate his de- 
cision as to what should be done on the 
board. For instance, if he concluded that 
it was time to discharge the New York man- 
agers he would put a black cardboard in the 
pocket opposite the name of that city and 
also stick a black-headed thumb tack in 
the map where the name of the metropolis 
appeared. In the same way he would go 
down the entire list. 
It was his idea to turn over this board after 
he had completed it to the active managers 
of his business and leave them to carry out 
his indicated instructions without delay or 
further conference. He felt sure that in this 
way he could save much of his valuable time 
and prevent much unnecessary discussion. 
He found it hard, however, to get his man- 
agers to act promptly on the directions given 
them by the board. They were used to talk- 
ing things over and insisted on asking his 
reasons for ordering the discharge of an 
important agent and the promotion of an- 
other to take his place.

“DADDY OF THE DOLLAR” 
AND HIS STYLE OF LIVING. 


noms E Watson Furnishes an In- 
teresting Biography of Thomas Jef- 
ferson—His Abilities as Scholar and 
Thinker Clearly Set Forth and His 
Fondness for Elegance and Luxury 

1 yividly Described — How July 4 
Became Independence Day. 


HOMAS E. WATSON, one time Con- 
gressman from Georgia and Populist 
candidate for Vice President of the 


United States, has written a life of 


Thomas Jefferson for the Beacon 

aphles (Small, Maynard & Co.), which 

gives in little volume a picturesque and vivid 

t of the patron saint of Democracy. 

book is somewhat marred by the intru- 

gion of certain views of Mr. Watson on mat- 

ters of current political interest, but, on the 

whole, it is written from a fair and unpreju- 
standpoint. 

It pictures Jefferson as the product of a 
union between a hardworking and progres- 
sive farmer father and a mother sprung from 
the proudest and wealthiest of the great 
families of Virginia. He was early sent to 
school and was given all the advantages of 
the thorough classical education which his 
father had been denied. He early showed 
great capacity and liking for the acquire- 
ment of learning. All his life he remained 
4 student and thinker rather than a man of 
action. At William and Mary College, where 
he was a student, the aristocratic standing 


of his mother’s family gave him entrance to 


the house of the royal Governor, where 
he became a favored guest. There he ac- 
quired the courtly manners which always dis- 
: ed him. He took five years to pre- 
pare himself for the practice of law, and 
soon made a reputation as a learned and 
wise counselor, though never a good advo- 
cate before a jury. He had none of the gifts 
of the orator, was a poor hand at an offhand 
debate, and was cursed with a weak and 
hoarse voice. He had always, however, a 
faculty of making and keeping warm friends. 
Hfs standing in the community procured him 
early appointment as a vestryman and jus- 
tice of the peace, and before long he was in- 
volved in the growing quarrel between the 
colonies and the mother country. Soon he 
was elected to the Virginia House of Bur- 
gesses, and there showed a trait which never 
left him. He had concluded that it would 
be wise to repeal a law which provided that 
no slave owner could free his slaves without 
sending them out of the State, but he was 
too prudent to introduce the repealing bill 
himself. True to his after practice, he put 
another man forward to test the ice, and 
when he found it too thin for safety care- 
fully kept himself out of harm’s way. He 
married, like Washington, a rich widow, and 
set up a great establishment at Monticello. 
In 1775 Jefferson took his seat in Congress, 
where he was known as a silent member,“ 
who rarely if ever spoke, but whose decision 
and-promptness in committee work and repu- 
. tation as a scholar were so great that he was 
chosen a member of the committee appointed 
to draw up the Declaration of Independence. 
The work of preparing this document was 
intrusted to Jefferson, and the draft he sub- 
mitted was finally adopted after it had been 
and considerably improved by Con- 
gress. It is interesting to note that.the 
declaration was finally adopted on July 4, be- 
cause the members of Congress were 80 
greatly bothered by the flies, which swarmed 
into the hall from a livery stable near by, that 
further debate became almost impossible. 
On such causes sometimes hangs the se- 
lection of dates for great national anniver- 
saries. 
Jefferson's work for the foundation of a 
complete free public school system, his suc- 
cessful efforts to establish complete religious 
freedom are a part of his record in Con- 
gress. During the revolution he served as 
Governor of Virginia, in which position he 
did not shine, being suited better for philo- 
sophic study and discourse than for the ac- 
tive direction of a military campaign. 80 
poorly did he acquit himself that there vais 
even talk of impeachment. Going back to 
Congress in 1783 it was Jefferson who insist- 
ed that the dollar should be the unit of Unit- 
ed States money, and who thereby earned the 
right to be called the Daddy of the Dollar.“ 
Two years later he went to France as one 
of the American commissioners. In the gay 
‘capital he rented a place and spent many 
thousands more than his $9,000 salary in 
maintaining an establishment which, one 
would think, might confound those who rave 
about Jeffersonian simplicity. He came 
back to the United States and became Sec- 
retary of State, in which position, as Mr. 
Watson says, he showed that he dearly 
loved to draw up a plan of battle, and he 
dearly loved to see some one else do the 
fighting.”” Retiring for the time from public 


office he lived at Monticello, where the ex- 


penditures were most lavish and the style of 
living far from simple or modest. When, 
finally, he came to the Presidency, he main- 
tained at the White House what was prac- 
tically the only first-class. hotel in Washing- 
ton. He kept a dozen servants, including 
French cooks, and his usual expenditures at 
the Georgetown markets were $50 a day. In 
such style did the apostle of modern Democ- 
racy set an example to his followers. Of 
Jefferson's second term as President, Mr. 
Watson says that it came near deyouring 
all the glory of the first.“ When he finally 
retired from the Presidency he was glad to 
be out, and in his delight a large percentage 
of his fellow-citizens heartily partook.“ But 
as years passed on the troubles of his sec- 
ond term were swaNowed up in the glory of 
his earlier achisvements, and his popularity 
returned. He died practigally a bankrupt, 
to the last a dreamer, a student, and an 
American whose patriotism can never be 
questioned,

The 
fact that comparatively few banks are is- 
Suing notes is in itself proof that there is no 
Great profit in it. The slight profit allowed 
them is a reasonable price to pay for the add- 
— elasticity of the curreney aimed at by the 
lav. 
In view of these facts it hard to see 
how “we are rapidly building up, by this 
loan of public credit, an immense ag- 
Sregation of capitalists, aristocrats by 
Wealth,” etc. Such an aggregation 
Would be much more likely to spring from a 
Measure such as Mr. Grier advocates, arti- 
ly bolstering up silver to the place it 
before the crime of 73.“ He is no 
er in favor of free and unlimited coin- 
age,” but he wants to see the government try 
an experiment in the limited coinage of sil- 
ver, with both siiver and gold as standards, 
and then, if the experiment brings ruin to 
country, he says he will ‘‘ abandon all 
of the fair use of silver at its present 
® ratio.“ The majority of Americans

which his father was so justly famous. 


True, the old Duke was the most absent- | 


minded man in existence, and I cannot help 
thinking that it is due to this peculiarity 
that he made such a dismal failure and got 
the administration into such a terrible tangle 
when acting as Prince Minister to Marshal 
MacMahon during the latter’s Presidency. 
I have often watched him standing softly, 
rubbing the palms of his hands together, re- 
peating, unconsciously, perhaps, the same 
words over and over again, his mind pur- 
suing some train of thought entirely foreign 
to his words. And yet, all of a sudden, ‘he 
would startle everybody by an opinion clear, 
concise, and cutting, like the keen edge of a 
knife, and flavored with just a touch of sar- 
casm.and disdain. The French which he 
spoke was the most perfect of its kind, and 
was rendered doubly attractive by the fact 
that, save in the moments of absence of mind 
to which I have referred, every word carried. 

This expression of opinion, coming from 
me, should be especially valuable, since, 
like every other woman, I ought to have been 
prejudiced against him. For the look on the 
late Duke’s face when he either listened to 
the conversation of a mondaine or spoke to 
her was precisely that of some learned sage 
who is induiging his gaze upon the antics of 
** Guignol,’’ the puppet show which consti- 
tutes the great juvenile attraction of the 
Champs Elysées during the warm season. 
He always used to give me the impression 
that he placed our chatter, even our most 
clever remarks, on much the same level as 
those of Guignol.” 

The ducal house of De Broglie is of Pied- 
montese origin. One of its members, Prince 
Victor de Broglie, served through thé war 
of independence in this country as one of the 
chief aids of Lafayette, and was guillotined 


‘by Robespierre in 1704. It was his son, mar- 


ried to the daughter of the celebrated Mme. 
de Staél, who was the father of the late Duke 
and the grandfather of the new one, The 
new Duchess de Broglie comes from a lit- 
erary family, that of the St. Aulaire. She is 
of a rather melancholy disposition, and can 
be bitter as well as sweet. The new Duke's 
soldier brother, Prince Amadeus, is married 
to the daughter of the multi-millionaire sugar 
refiner, Say.

The managers of Western roads are dis- 
turbed by the hostile spirit shown towards 
the Alton by the Illinols Legislature. While 
the Nohe resolution is directed against the 
Alton, because offensive restrictions have 
been placed on the passes furnished the leg- 
islators, other lines are indirectly concerned. 
The officers of the Alton deny that the legis- 
lators have any reascn to complain. The 
restrictions placed on the passes, they say, 
are common to all roads. The objection of 
the legislators is that the passes read, Not 
good on limited trains,“ and that they are 
issued in coupon form, one coupon being 
exacted for a ride, no matter how short it 
may be. The Nohe resolution provides for a 
commission of inquiry. 


The purpose for which a limited train is |, 


created, President Felton says, would be de- 
feated by removing the restrictions com- 
plained of. He says it would be impossibie 
for the Alton to carry all its passengers on 
the limited or add more cars to this train 
because of the fast schedule on which it 1s 
operated. 

The management of the Alton, meanwhile, 
is arranging for the accommodation of the 
legislators with a special train, to be called 
the Legislative Special, which is likely to 
be placed within a few days The idea is to 
have it leave Springfield for Chicago at noon 
on Fridays. Probably it will be necessary 
also to put on a special from Chicago for 
Springfield on Mondays. 


Low Rates to Coast. 

The Southern Pacific, with its connections, 
and the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
road have agreed to put in low colonist rates, 
second class, to California during February, 
March, and April. Tickets will be sold each 
Tuesday, beginning on Feb. 12, up to and in- 
cluding April 30. The rate from Chicago will 
be $30; from St. Louls, Memphis, and New 
Orleans, $27.50; and from Missouri River 
points, $25. 


Plan to Baik Scalpers. 
Western roads have agreed that beginning 
with Feb. 1 they will indorse the final desti- 
nation with pen and ink diagonally across the 
face of the printed contract of all interline 
tickets. This has been done to render more 
difficult the manipulation of such tickets by 
scalpers. 
Hearing Is Concluded. 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners 
Prouty, Yeomans, and Fifer yesterday con- 
cluded their hearing of the test case brought 
by Edward G. Davies against the Illinois 
Central to compel the road to stand the ex- 
pense of unloading cars of vegetables. The 
decision will be announced later. 


Increase in Earnings. 

The annual report of the Pittsburg and 
Lake Erle railroad shows gross earnings for 
the year of $7,145,022, an increase of 21.61 
per cent over the previous year. The net 
earnings increased $6,489. ‘ 


SUBSTITUTE POSTAL CLERKS 
COMPLAIN OF HARDSHIPS. 


Say Their Number Has Been Doubled 
and Consequently They Are Able to 
Earn Only Beggarly Wages. 


Substitute clerks in the Chicago Postoffice 
are complaining because of the new sys- 
tem adopted by the authorities which makes 
it difficult for the extra men to get more 
than two or three days’ work in a week. 
Within the last two weeks, it is claimed, the 
number of substitutes has been almost 
doubled, with the result that few of them 
are allowed to work more than a third of 
a day, and sometimes not even that. 

Frequently the men are called to report 
at the office two or three times à day, and 
are given no work at all, and consequently 
no pay. Last Sunday night, it is claimed, 
thirty substitutes were called to report for 
duty at 11 p. m., and not one of the number 
was put to work. As the substitutes have 
to pay carfare every time they are sum- 
moned, they are rebellious at this kind of 


treatment. 
„ The great bulk of the work in the mall- 


ing division,“ said one of the clerks yester- 


day, is done between the hours of 6 and 
9 p. m. The plan is to have about fifty sub- 
stitutes report for duty at 5:40 p. m. and 
the majority of these are put to work from 
5:50 to 8:50 p. m., which constitutes a third 
ofaday. For this service the clerk receives 
55 cents. 

Up to the 4th of this month when there 
were yor about fifty substitutes on the list, 
each man might possibly earn from $30 to 
$35 a month, and if he had a pull might 
perhaps get a chance to make a little extra. 
Now there are over ninety substitutes, and 
the “consequence is that about two days’ 
work is considered a high average. Take 

my own case, for instance. Since Sunday, 
the 14th, I have worked two and two-thirds 
days altogether, there being two days on 
which I was not called to work at all. When 
it is considered that we have to put in from 
ten to twenty hours a day, either on call 
or at work, for the beggarly sum of $1.63 
a day (no such thing as overtime allowed), 
and some of the men are married and have 
families to support, it will be seen that we 


are suffering a great injustice.” 


FAVORS NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


National Board of Trade Indorses the 
Amended Ray Bill—Other Work 
of the Convention. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 23.—At today’s 
session of the National Board of Trade a 
report from the Committee on Bankruptcy 
was adopted. It indorsed what is known as 
the amended Ray bill. A report from the 
Committee on the Merchant Marine was read 
and adopted. It recommended to Congress 
the immediate consideration and passage of 
such necessary legislation as will tend to 
encourage and promote the growth and 
development of a merchant marine commen- 
surate with the needs of the nation and as 
will give to all citizens equal opportunity for 
building ships and competing for the carry- 
ing trade of the world, and safeguarding to 
them the benefits which such legislation aims 
to secure. 

A report also was adopted favoring the 
creation of a Department of Commerce and 
Industries with representation in the Cabi- 
net. 

The Brosius pure food bill was indorsed. 

Reciprocity, dealing particularly with Can- 
ada and the Orient, was dealt with in a re- 
port submitted by Mr. Hopewell of Chicago. 
The report was adopted. 

Irrigation and forestry were treated of in 
reports presented by Mr. Chadwick of Chi- 
cago, which were adopted. They recom- 
mended to Congress that not less than $250,- 
000 be appropriated for irrigation surveys 
and maps of irrigable lands.
